ment, but  also  a segregated  report  in  detail  of  every  department 
and  every  fund  of  the  Municipality,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30th,  1902. 

I have  endeavored  to  make  as  complete  a report  as  possible 
so  that  the  general  public  can  comprehend  at  a glance  the 
workings  of  the  different  departments.  Heretofore  it  has  been 
the  custom  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  to  report  the  amounts 
actually  audited  against  the  several  appropriations,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  there  are  many  outstanding  demands  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  and  perhaps  other 
officials  and  departments  which  are  not  presented  to  the  Auditor 
until  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  thus  creating  the  im- 
pression that  economy  has  been  practiced  by  the  different 
branches  of  the  Municipality,  when  in  reality  the  expenditures 
have  in  most  cases  eaten  up  the  entire  appropriation.  I have 
reported  the  facts  as  they  appear  on  the  books  in  my  office.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors, 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen: — Conforming  with  Article  3,  Chapter  i,  Section  2 
of  the  Charter,  I herewith  submit  my  estimate  of  the  probable  expendi- 
tures of  the  Municipal  Government  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  1902-1903. 

My  estimates  are  based  on  an  assessed  valuation  of  $405,000,000.00 
which  I have  every  reason  to  believe  is  conservative.  My  allowance  to 
the  various  departments  are  most  liberal,  and  I respectfully  ask  the  co- 
operation of  heads  of  departments  in  maintaining  economy.  In  many 
instances  I was  forced  to  do  considerable  retrenching  in  the  amounts  asked 
for,  in  order  to  keep  within  the  Statutory  requirements,  and  I feel  confident 
that  it  was  done  without  hampering  or  crippling  any  department. 

Certain  departments  are  assuming  authority  in  their  disbursements 
which  should  be  regulated  by  your  Board.  This  question  was  raised  at 
a meeting  of  your  Finance  Committee  on  the  19th  inst.,  and  is  verj^  sug- 
gestive of  a remedy  for  the  evil. 

As  a matter  of  better  economy,  each  department  should  have  its 
salaries  and  expenses  separately  incorporated  in  this  Budget,  with  some 
detail,  and  they  should  not  be  allowed  in  lump,  to  be  used  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Commission  or  Board. 

This  system  once  inaugurated  would  insure  a check  on  the  expendi- 
tures, and  also  facilitate  this  department  in  the  segregation  and  keeping 
of  the  several  accounts. 

I have  allowed  the  Police  Department,  approximately,  100  addi- 
tional patrolmen,  thereby  giving  the  now  overworked  men  eight  hour 
shifts.  By  this  addition  to  the  force  the  city  can  be  better  patrolled,  and 
the  lives  and  property  of  citizens  afforded  more  protection. 

I have  carefully  reviewed  all  the  needs  of  the  Department,  and 
do  not  consider  that  the  extra  Sergeants  and  Corporals  and  the  $10,000.00 
for  a patrol-boat,  asked  for,  are  available  or  necessarj'  at  this  time. 

The  Fire  Department  has  been  similarly  treated.  I have  allowed 
them  sufficient  appropriation  to  fill  up  all  the  existing  companies  with 
a full  complement  of  men. 
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1 lu“  janitors  of  the  City  Hall  and  Hall  of  Justice  should  be  paid 
a stipulated  salary  of  $75.00  per  month,  and  1 have  so  made  provisions. 

1 woidd  recommend  to  3a)ur  Honorable  Hoard  that  the  Police 
Relief  atul  I’ension  Fund  he  better  provided  for  in  order  that  the  overdraft 
at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  be  avoided  as  much  as  possible.  The  fund 
should  he  <;iven  its  full  quota  of  apportionment  by  the  Charter. 

^’our  attention  is  called  to  Section  1143  of  the  Political  Code  and 
Statutes  of  1901  relative  to  the  payment  of  jurors  in  criminal  cases.  1 
consider  the  Section,  above  • referred  to,  contemplates  the  payment  to 
jurors  for  actual  service  only,  and  does  not  intend  that  a person  shall  be 
paid  for  merely  answering  his  name  at  roll-call.  This  practice  is  assuming 
alarming  proportions  and  should  be  tested. 

The  recommendations  to  this  office  from  the  various  Organizations 
and  Improvement  Clubs  for  permanent  improvements  have  been  many. 
Under  the  Tax  Levy,  I have  allowed  $405,000,  or  ten  cents  to  the  one 
dollar  limit  for  these  improvements,  and  would  accordingly  recommend 
that  our  sewers,  accepted  streets,  and  county  roads  be  well  provided  for. 

The  Fire  Department  .and  Police  Department  are  in  need  of  many 
improvements,  such  as  new  houses  and  apparatus,  and  should  be  liberally 
recognized  under  the  apportionment. 

The  School  Department  should  be  allowed,  at  least,  $80,000.00 
for  new  school  houses;  which,  added  to  a promised  surplus  in  this  year’s 
fund,  of  $90,000.00,  together  with  the  $39,320.00  repairing  school  houses, 
etc.,  allowed  in  the  Budget,  would  go  a long  way  towards  the  erection 
of  new  schools.

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AUDITOR’S  REPORT. 


San  Feancisco,  September  26,  1903. 

Honorable  E.  E.  Schmitz, 

Mayor  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Deae  Sie — I have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
second  Annual  Report,  as  provided  for  in  Article  XVI,  Section  9,  of  the  Char- 
ter, containing  a full  description  of  the  operations  of  the  Financial  Department 
under  my  supervision  lor  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

During  the  year  I have  personally  inspected  and  taken  receipts  for  over 
seventy-five  thousand  demands  on  the  treasury.  These  claims  necessitated  an 
enormous  amount  of  clerical  work  since  they  have  to  be  credited  to  the  proper 
appropriations,  etc.,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  I note  that  the  expenditures  were 
strictly  within  the  amount  provided  for  in  the  Budget.  I have  also  investigated 
each  and  every  ordinance,  bill  and  resolution  demanding  my  attention  to  the 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  the  finances  of  the  Municipality  and  have  given 
them  the  proper  consideration. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  state  that  before  another  year  expires  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  Park  Improvement  Bonds  of  1874-75  will  be  fully  paid  up, 
leaving  the  city  practically  without  debt.  In  the  past  thirty  years  the  tax- 
payers have  wiped  out  of  existence  an  enormous  debt,  viz  : the  Park  Improve- 
ment Bonds  of  1871-2  and  1874-5,  City  Hall  Construction  Bonds,  Dupont  Street 
Widening  Bonds,  Montgomery  Avenue  Bonds  and  the  House  of  Correction  Bonds. 

In  compiling  the  following  report  I have  taken  great  pains  in  perfecting  a 
ocmprehensive  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  several  departments, 
boards  and  commissions,  and  a general  resume  of  the  transactions  of  each  as 
presented. 

Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  “Recapitulation  of  Demands  Audited/’ 
since  it  will  enable  you  to  distinguish  at  a glance  the  general  distribution  of 
the  revenues  of  the  different  funds.  I have  segregated  the  several  accounts  and 
in  classified  form  shown  the  amount  of  the  specific  appropriations  allowed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  amount  audited  for  salaries,  wages,  supplies, 
material  furnished,  etc.,  together  with  the  total  amount  of  each.

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AUDITOE’S  ESTIMATE  OF  KECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

Sajt  Francisco,  May  1,  1903. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen — I herewith  submit  to  you  my  estimate  of  the  probable  Rev- 
euues  and  Expenditures  required  by  the  municipality  for  the  fiscal  year  1903 
and  1904.  I have  tried  to  treat  the  different  departments  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment with  fairness  and  impartiality.  Most  of  the  departments  have  need  of 
increased  allowances,  and  I have  experienced  much  difficulty  in  bringing  my 
estimated  revenues  to  a point  within  the  dollar  limit  allowed  by  the  Charter. 
The  changing  of  some  of  the  license  ordinances  by  your  Board  has  not  been 
productive  of  the  results  which  you  thought  would  accrue.  The  suppression  of 
slot  machines  has  decreased  one  of  the  main  sources  of  revenue.  The  apathy 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  regard  to  boot  black  stands  is  also  an 
instance  where  the  city  is  the  loser  to  the  extent  of  hundreds  of  dollars  an- 
nually. The  license  department  will  be  about  $30,000  short  of  its  collections  in 
previous  years. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  and  the  raise  in  salaries  in  certain 
departments  of  the  municipality  place  an  unjust  burden  on  our  taxpayers,  and. 
to  say  the  least,  is  only  a polite  way  of  raiding  the  city  treasury.  Unless  this 
practice  is  stopped  public  improvements  will  be  impossible,  and  an  increased 
taxation  the  only  solution  of  the  question  now  so  seriously  confronting  the 
Financial  Department  of  the  city. 

MERCHANT  INTEREST  CLAIMS. 

The  payment  of  the  interest  due  our  merchants  on  the  claims  of  1892-93  is 
:an  item  the  city  cannot  in  honor  afford  to  overlook,  and  I have  accordingly 
recommended  $50,000,  as  a partial  payment  to  them,  which  is  less  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  amount  due.  The  balance  can  be  provided  for  in  the  next  tax 
levy.  The  merchant  creditors  have  waited  patiently  nine  years  for  the  prin- 
cipal, and  the  payment  of  the  interest  is  only  common  justice  and  a duty  wo 
• owe  them  in  consideration  of  their  confidence  and  trust. 

SINKING  FUND. 

The  last  installment  of  the  Park  Improvement  Bonds  of  1874-1875  has  been 
^>rovided  for  in  my  estimate,  which,  when  paid,  will  leave  the  city  practically 
free  from  debt.  I heartily  recommend  a new  bonded  indebtedness  for  the 
■building  of  our  much  needed  schools,  the  acquisition  of  public  utilities,  the 
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AS 

bulldluK  ot  n new  City  and  County  Hospital,  and  for  our  streets  and  sewers. 
This  Is  the  only  way  to  obviate  In  the  future  the  difficulty  we  are  now  ex- 
periencing from  the  levy  of  an  emergency  tax  last  year,  and  the  only  solution 
of  "How  to  Build  our  Now  School  Houses,”  etc. 

OFFICIAL  BONDS. 

Senate  Bill  4C«S,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1903,  provides  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  premium  on  the  official  bonds  of  our  public  officers,  by  the  city, 
and  I have  accordingly  recommended  that  you  set  aside  $4,225.00  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

PUBLIC  POUND. 

An  appropriation  of  $10,000  has  been  requested  by  the  Pound  Keeper  for 
the  maintenance  of  that  institution  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  will  return  about 
cne  half  of  that  sum  to  the  treasury  from  fees  and  charges  collected.  In 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  the  pound  paid  all  expenses  and  had  an  excess 
of  $245.35.  In  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  there  was  an  excess  of  $33.59. 
There  is  something  radically  wrong  in  the  system  this  year  under  which  with 
an  appropriation  of  $6,000,  there  will  be  at  the  end  of  the  year  a deficit  of  about 
$1,500.  I recommend  that  a thorough  investigation  be  made,  and  that  if  it  is 
necessary  to  change  the  system  in  order  to  make  the  institution  self-sus- 
taining, the  city  take  charge  of  and  conduct  the  pound  itself.  The  public 
pound  should  be  a source  of  revenue  rather  than  an  expense. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  strained  relations  existing  between  my  office  and  certain  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education  because  of  legal  barriers  which  have  been  interposed  to 
prevent  the  building  of  new  school  houses  warrants  an  explanation  here.  I 
have  been  accused  in  public  and  private  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  being  an  enemy  to  progress  and  the  public  schools  and  the  cause 
of  the  low  salaries  paid  to  our  overworked  teachers.  When  preparing  tloj 
Budget  for  last  year,  I allowed  the  School  Department,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  appropriation  of  $1,200,000,  the  sum  of  over  $138,000  from  the  sur- 
pluses of  the  three  years  previous  and  recommended  at  the  time  that  this 
money  be  used  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  new  schools.  This 
money  was  used  up  but  no  school  houses  were  built.  I am  in  favor  now,  and 
always  have  been,  of  the  best  modern  school  houses,  and  of  increasing  the  pay 
cf  our  teachers.  Many  of  them  are  receiving  salaries  wholly  inadequate  in  view 
of  the  vast  amount  of  labor  they  perform.  I have  accordingly,  after  a per- 
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sonal  inspection  of  the  attendance  rolls  of  the  School  Department,  recommended 
that  the  school  appropriation  be  increased  $60,000  over  last  year’s  appropria- 
tion, and  I hope  to  see  the  Board  of  Education  increase  t7ie  pay  of  the  teachers 
instead  of  their  hours  of  work. 

JUDGMENTS. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  by  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  payment  of 
School  Department  judgments,  rendered  by  the  Courts  during  the  past  year. 
Part  of  them  have  been  allowed  and  paid,  but  there  still  remains  a balance  of 
$7,897  not  yet  provided  for,  which  I have  incorporated  in  my  estimates  for 
this  year,  and  recommend  its  appropriation. 

STREETS  AND  SEWERS. 

The  appropriation  for  the  repair  of  our  accepted  streets  and  the  construc- 
tion, repair  and  maintenance  of  our  sewers  have  received  my  special  attention, 
and  I hope  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  will  get  at  least  what  i> 
recommended.  It  needs  the  full  amount,  and  more  too. 

CITY  PROPERTY. 

Much  of  our  city  property  is  in  need  of  sidewalks  and  street  work.  Some 
of  these  are  of  such  an  urgent  nature  that  your  special  attention  is  respectfully 
called  to  these  needs  and  the  appropriations  recommended  therefor. 

POLICE  AND  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS. 

These  departments  are  two  of  the  principal  branches  of  our  City  Govern- 
ment, and  should  be  given  liberal  consideration  in  the  distribution  of  public 
moneys.  The  increase  of  crime  anl  criminals  in  our  midst  is  a natural  product 
and  the  Inadequacy  of  our  present  police  force  is  apparent.  The  rapidly  grow- 
ing resident  districts  are  demanding  better  police  and  fire  protection,  and  I 
have  tried  to  recommend  such  appropriations  as  will  provide  for  them  satis- 
factorily. We  need  better  fire  protection,  more  fire  houses,  and  more  fire 
laddies.  This  city  is  growing  at  a very  rapid  rate  and  it  will  not  be  many 
years  before  the  present  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  if  not  increased, 
will  be  the  laughing  stock  of  other  cities  of  less  size.  It  is  due  to  our  ta.v- 
payers  to  provide  the  adequate  protection  for  life  and  property. 

SPECIAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  the  appropriation  set  aside  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  I have 
included  the  sum  of  $5,845  as  the  city's  portion,  to  be  set  aside  for  the  sewer- 
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lug,  macndanilzliig  and  laying  of  sidewalks  on  Holly  Park  Avenue ; also  $750 
bo  used  for  the  opening  of  East  Park  street  to  Andover  Avenue,  and  a like 
amount  bo  used  for  the  opening  up  of  Richmond  Avenue  to  Andover  Avenue. 
These  Improvements  require  a very  small  outlay  of  the  public  money,  and  are 
greatly  needed.  The  appropriation  should  also  include  sufficient  money  to  pro- 
vide for  the  opening  of  Nineteenth  Avenue  from  Trocadero  Road  to  Ocean  Beach 
Road.  The  amount  I have  recommended  Is  sufficient  to  enable  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  accomplish  these  needed  improvements. 

I have  thought  it  advisable  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  foregoing 
matters  and  with  them  and  the  attached  estimates  I hereby  submit  my  esti- 
mates to  your  Honorable  Board  for  consideration.
